PRESIDENT REDDING, DISTINGUISHED GUESTS 
AND MY FELLOW MEMBERS OF THE PEACE 
OFFICERS ASSOCIATION OF GEORGIA: 


It is always a source of genuine personal satisfaction for 


me to have the opportunity of appearing before this group. ' 


Of all the organizations to which I have the privilege of be- 
lenging, none has accorded me a greater degree of support 
and cooperation than the Peace Officers Association of 
Georgia. 


This support, I feel, is due principally to the fact that we 
share common professional objectives and personal convic- 
tions. As servants of our fellow citizens, we are made acutely 
aware of the grave responsibility inherent in protecting the 
rights and liberties of the people through vigorous and im- 
partial enforcement of the law. As individuals charged with 
this solemn duty, we are able to see more clearly than others 
the threat to those rights and liberties posed by those who 
vie substitute government by men for government by 
aw. 


It is because of your demonstrated discernment in this 
regard that I have chosen this occasion as the proper forum 
for revealing, for the first time, the authenticated details of 
the most ominous of these threats to arise during our life- 
time. I refer to the subversive designs behind the current 
crusade of the misnamed National Ássociation for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People and its fellow-traveling fronts 
to force upon the South the Communist-inspired doctrine 
of racial integration and amalgamation. 


It shall be my purpose in this speech to totally disrobe 
the NAACP and to present this sinister and subtle organiza- 
tion in all its nakedness. 


The ugly truth about the NAACP and its origin, aims 
and manipulators is so shocking as to stagger the imagina- 
tion, but it is borne out by incontrovertible facts which can 
be established as matters of official record. These facts have 
been uncovered, checked, assembled and correlated through 
many weeks of intensive investigation and cooperative effort 


by my Staff and the Staffs of Congressman James C. Davis 
of Georgia and Senator James O. Eastland of Mississippi. 


I am prepared to prove everything I shall say. And I 
wish to state for the benefit of those who undoubtedly will 
attempt to smear me and discredit my findings and conclu- 
sions that I would welcome the opportunity to present the 


evidence I have in hand for determination before a trial jury 
in a court of law. 


At the outset I wish to make it clear that the issue in- 
volved is one not of race but rather of subversion. None o 
the organizations which have exploited the race issue in this 
country has ever had the welfare of the negro people at heart. 
They have scized upon this issue as a convenient front for 
their more nefarious activities and as one with which they 
could dupe naive do-gooders, fuzzy-minded intellectuals, mis- 
guided clergymen and radical journalists to be their pawns. 


The record shows that the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People was neither founded nor is 
resently directed by colored people. It was originated in 
New York City 46 years ago as the brain child of a Southern 
scallaway journalist and Russian-trained revolutionary named 
William E. Walling. Its principal personalities during its 
early years were descendants of the rabble-rousing abolition- 
ists fio fomented the strife which precipitated the War Be- 
tween the States, a conflict which could have been avoided 
but for the activities of those abolitionists. 


Of its five founders only one was a negro—a Communist- 
sympathizing lawyer named W. E. B. DuBois whose record 
of participation in Communist, Communist-front and sub- 
versive organizations and activities taken from the files of the 
Committee on Un-American Activities of the United States 
House of Representatives requires eight pages of single- 
spaced, typewritten copy to outline.

groes.” His book, “Balance of Power: The Negro Vote,” was 
praised by the Daily Worker and he was listed in 1949 as a 
nominee to be commentator for the “subversive and Commu- 
nist" Voice of Freedom Committee. 


Of the NAACP's 28 Vice Presidents, the following 11 
have records of Un-American activities: 


John Haynes Holmes, 23 citations; A. Philip Randol h, 
20 citations; the late Mary McLeod Bethune (who still is 
listed as a vice president) and William Lloyd Imes, 16 cita-

Mitchell, two citations each; and Willard S. Townsend, T. 
G. Nutter and Grace B. Fenderson, one citation each. , 


Of the 47 members comprising the Association's Board 
of Directors, the following 28 have records of the Un-Ameri- 
can activities:

Montague Cobb, three citations each; J. M. Tinsley, Wesley 
W. Law of Savannah, Ga., Norman Cousins, Z. Alexander 
Looby, Harry J. Greene and Alfred Baker Lewis, two cita- 
tions each; and H. Claude Hudson, Carl R. Johnson, A. Ma- 
ceo a James Hinton and Theodore M. Berry, one cita- 
tion each. 


Two other Vice Presidents and three other Directors are 
well-known apologists for left-wing causes. The two Vice 
Presidents are Senator Wayne Morse of Oregon and Eric 
Johnston of the Motion Picture Industry. The three Direc- 
tors are Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt, CIO President Walter 
Reuther and Senator Herbert H. Lehman of New York. 


Other officers of the NAACP with Un-American activity 
records are:

But of all the NAACP officials and policy-makers listed 
in the files of the House Un-American Activities Commit- 
tee, none has a record as notorious as that of W. E. B. Du- 
Bois to whom I have previously referred as one of the found 
ers and present “Honorary Chairman" of the Association. No 
less than 72 citations of Communist, Communist-front and 
'subversive activity are entered against his name—the latest 
of which was the statement he issued upon the death of 
Joseph Stalin reading: "Let all Negroes, Jews and foreign- 


born who have suffered in America from prejudice and intol- 
erance, remember Joseph Stalin." 


Yet this same W. E. DuBois was one of the "modern 
scientific authorities” whose writings were accepted by the 
United States Supreme Court as the basis for its decision of 
May 17, 1954, prohibiting segregation in the public schools. 
DuBois contributed to 82 — portions of the book, "An 
American Dilemma," which was cited in its entirety by the 
Supreme Court as an authority for its ruling. 


And, speaking of that decision, let me emphasize in pass- 
ing that 15 other contributors to “An American Dilemma" 
also have lengthy records of pro-Communist — in the 
files of the Un-American Activities Committee. The same 
Ming i true of two of the six individual authorities cited by 
the High Court—Theodore Brameld and E. Franklin Fra- 
uer A between them have been members of or identified 
with 28 organizations declared to be Communist, Commu- 
nist fronts or Communist dominated. 


Another of the six individual authorities cited by the Su- 
preme Court—K. B. Clark—was, at the time of the argu- 
ments before the Court, on the payroll.of the NAACP as a 
so-called "social-science expert.” l 


These records of individual officials and members of the 
NAACP are not the only source of proof of the subversive 
influences on and in that organization. . 


Elizabeth Dilling reported in her book, “The Red Net- 
work,” that, during the seven years from 1923 to 1930, the 
NAACP teceived some $43,000 from the radical Garland 
Fund among whose directors were Communists William Z. 
Foster and Elizabeth Gurley Flynn. She also disclosed that 
the official report of the Fourth National Convention of the 
Communist Party of the United States held in 1925 stated 
that "the Party had penetrated the NAACP.” 


Official records show that the NAACP has consistently 
affiliated itself with Communist and left-wing movements. 


- It was a member of the American Youth for a Free 
World which was organized in 1942 and, in 1948, was de- 
scribed by the California Un-American Activities Committee 
as “heavily infiltrated and effectively dominated by the Com- 
munist Party.” The House Un-American Activities Com- 
mittee in its 1951 Guide to Subversive Organizations and 
Publications described the AYFW as “a Communist clear- 
ing house.” 


In 1945, the NAACP sent its Branch Department Direc- 
tor, Gloster Current, to London as an official delegate repre- 
senting the Association at the founding of the World ed- 
eration of Democratic Youth. This Federation was cited by 
the House Un-American Activities Committee in 1948 as 
“part of the Communist International solar system." 


A report was made at a meeting of the Communist Party 
of the United States on July 16, 1946, showed that the 
NAACP was one of a group of left-wing organizations in- 


` vited by the National Committee of the Communist Party 


to a meeting held in Chicago to form a "third party." That 
report, as detailed on pages 150-51 of the 1947 Report of the 
House Un-American Activities Committee, lists the NAACP 
as an active participant in the conference at which the Pro- 
gressive Citizens of America was formed. 


And earlier this month, according to the Unitcd Press, 
the NAACP picketed a hearing on Communist propaganda 
conducted in Chicago by Senator Eastland for the Senate 
Internal Security Subcommittee. 


A pamphlet outlining the Program of the Communist 
Party of the United States, published in September 1954 by 
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New Century Publishers of New York City, made specific 
reference on Page 22 to a link between the Communist 
Party and the NAACP. It stated: 


“We call upon wage workers, working farmers, the Negro 
people, small business and professional people, upon the 
women"and the south, to join hands in a common fight... 
for the democratic demands of the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored People.” 


Former Negro Communist Foster Williams, Jr., testified 
before the House Un-American Activities Committee about 
this matter on June 17, 1954, in Seattle, Wash. He said: 


“The Communist Party very sneakily manipulates the 
Negro people for their own purposes . . . The NAACP has 
had this trouble." 


The racial aims of the Communist Party of the United 
States and those of the NAACP are virtually identical. The 
Communist program, as reported in the May 26, 1928, issue 
of the Daily Worker, calls for: 


“Full racial eguality. 


“Abolition of all laws which result in segregation of 
Negroes. 


“Abolition of laws forbidding intermarriage of persons of 
different races. 


“Abolition of all laws and public administration measures 
which prohibit, or in — prevent, Negro children from 
attending general public schools or universities. 

"Full and equal admittance of Negroes to all waiting 
rooms, restaurants, hotels and theaters.' 


Those are the identical demands being made today, 27 
years later, by the NAACP. 


On the basis of the evidence now in hand — a minute 
portion of which I have related to you this afternoon — no 
other conclusion can be drawn but that the NAACP is be- 
ing used as a front and tool by subversive elements in this 
country. Either knowingly or unwittingly, it has allowed 
itself to become part and parcel of the Communist conspir- 
acy to overthrow the democratic governments of this nation 
and its sovereign states. : 


Through its activities, the NAACP is fomenting strife 
and discord between the white and Negro races in the South 
and is disrupting relations between these races which hereto- 
fore have been—and at present are—harmonious and friendly 
in every respect. These activities, carried to their ultimate 
conclusion, can only result in conflict, bloodshed and in- 


ternal revolution, delivering this nation into the hands of 
international Communism. 


The NAACP is being aided and abetted in its agitation 
by three “front” organizations on the Southern scene—the 
Southern Conference Education Fund; the Southern Region- 
al Council; and the SRC's affiliate, the Georgia Committee 
on Interracial Cooperation. The Southern Conference Edu- 
cation Fund and the Southern Regional Council are both 
dominated by individuals who, like the officials of the 
NAACP, have long records of affinity for and participation 
in Communist, Communist-front, fellow-traveling, left-wing 
and subversive organizations and activities. Sworn testimony 
taken by both House and Senate Committees has placed 
known Communists in both organizations and the Southern 
Conference Education Fund may soon be designated a sub- 
versive organization. 


The Georgia Committee on Interracial Cooperation is a 
perfect example of an organization formed for the purpose 
of exploiting the names, reputations and services of well- 
intentioned do-gooders. It is composed of some of Georgia’s 
most distinguished clergymen and most prominent civic and 
social leaders who have been duped into doing the bidding 
of the more sinister elements manipulating the Southem 
Regional Council. 


Investigations currently are being made of all three organ- 
izations — the results of which will greatly embarrass those 
good citizens who unwittingly have become involved in their 
activities. I urge all such persons to take immediate steps to 
disassociate themselves from these groups and to disavow 
their programs and leaders before they, their friends and their 
congregations are exposed to the anguish and embarrassment 
which exposure of these groups will necessarily mean. 


The activities of the NAACP and its local fronts pose a 


- serious threat to the peace, tranquility, government. and way 


of life of our State. And for that reason it is my intention to 
— the evidence which already has been, and currently is 

ing, compiled about the subversive nature of these activi- 
ties to the 1956 session of the General Assembly of Georgia 
convening next January for appropriate action by the elected 
rcpresentatives of the people of this State. 


In the meantime I pledge the full resources of my Office 
to the enforcement of all existing State laws and constitu- 
tional provisions relating to subversive activities and our tra- 
ditional pattern of race relations. And, toward that end, I 
solicit — and know I can count on — the full support and 
cooperation of you, the peace officers of Georgia.

The transcript of this evidence numbers 121 pages of 
single-spaced, typewritten copy and would rcquire more than 
six hours to be read aloud.

But of all thc NAACP officials and policy-makers listed 
in the files of the House Un-American Activities Commit- 
tcc, none has a record as notorious as that of W. E. B. Du- 
Bois to whom I have previously referred as one of the found 
crs and present "Honorary Chairman" of the Association. No 
less than 72 citations of Communist, Communist-front and 
subversive activity arc entered against his name—the latest 
of which was the statement he issucd upon the death of 
Joseph Stalin reading: “Let all Negroes, Jews and forcign- 
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born who have suffered in America from prejudice and intol- 
erance, remember Joseph Stalin.” . 


Yet this same W. E. DuBois was one of the “modem 
scientific authorities” whose writings were accepted by the 
United States Supreme Court as the basis for its decision of 
May 17, 1954, prohibiting segregation in the public schools. 
DuBois contributed to 82 difterent portions of the book, “An 
American Dilemma,” which was cited in its entirety by the 
Supreme Court as an authority for its ruling. 


And, speaking of that decision, let me emphasize in pass- 
ing that 15 other contributors to “An American Dilemma" 
also have lengthy records of pro-Communist — in the 
files of the Un American Activities Committee. e same 
thing is true of two of the six individual authorities cited by 
the High Court—Theodore Brameld and E. Franklin Fra- 
zier—who between them have been members of or identified 
with 28 organizations declared to be Communist, Commu- 
nist fronts or Communist dominated. 


Another of the six individual authorities cited by the Su- 
preme Court—K. B. Clark—was, at the time of the argu- 
ments before the Court, on the payroll of the NAACP as a 
so-called “social-science expert.” 


These records of individual officials and members of the 
NAACP are not the only source of proof of the subversive 
influences on and in that organization. 


Elizabeth Dilling reported in her book, "The Red Net- 
work," that, during the seven is from 1923 to 1930, the 
NAACP received some $43,000 from the radical Garland 
l'und among whose directors were Communists William Z. 
Foster and Elizabeth Gurley Flynn. She also disclosed that 
the official — of the Fourth National Convention of the 
Communist Party of the United States held in 1925 stated 
that "the Party had penetrated the NAACP.” 


Official records show that the NAACP has consistently 
affiliated itself with Communist and left-wing movements. 


"It was a member of the American Youth for a Free 
World which was organized in 1942 and, in 1948, was de- 
scribed by the California Un-American Activities Committee 
as “heavily infiltrated and effectively dominated by the Com- 
munist Party.” The House Un-American Activities Com- 
mittce in its 1951 Guide to Subversive Organizations and 
Publications described the AYFW as “a Communist clear- 
ing house.” 


In 1945, thc NAACP sent its Branch Department Direc- 
tor, Gloster Current, to London as an official delegate repre- 
senting the Association at the founding of the World Fed- 
cration of Democratic Youth. This Federation was cited by 
the House Un-American Activities Committee in 1948 as 
"part of the Communist International solar system." 


A report was made at a meeting of the Communist Party 
of the United States on July 16, 1946, showed that the 
NAACP was one of a group of left-wing organizations in- 
vited by the National Committee of the Communist Party 
to a meeting held in Chicago to form a “third party.” That 
report, as detailed on pages 150-51 of the 1947 Report of the 
House Un-American Activities Committee, lists the NAACP 
as an active participant in the conference at which the Pro- 
gressive Citizens of America was formed. 


And earlier this month, according to the United Press, 
the NAACP picketed a hearing on Conan propaganda 
conducted in Chicago by Senator Eastland for the Senate 
Internal Security Subcommittee. 


A pamphlct outlining the Program of the Communist 
Party of the United States, published in Scptember 1954 by 
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“Full racial equality:——— 


New Century Publishers of New York City, made specific 
reference on Page 22 ta a link between the Communist 
Party and the NAACP. It stated: '

“We call upon Wage workeys, working farmers, 
people, small business and professional people, - pon the 
women and the youth, to join hands in a common fight . . . 
for the democratic demands of the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored People." 


Former Negro Communist Foster Williams, Jr., testified 
before the House Un-American Activities Committee about 
this matter on June 17, 1954, in Seattle, Wash. He said: 


"The Communist Party very sneakily manipulates the 
Negro people for their own purposes . . . The NAACP has 
had this trouble." 


The racial aims of the Communist Party of the United 
States and those of the NAACP are virtually identical. The 
Communist proznim, as reported in the May 26, 1928, issue 
of the Daily Worker, calls for:

Not the NAACP, but you and all segregationists are the top 


promoters and supporters of Communism. Also, you are, beyond 
question, the finest specimen of racism. You and your aids would 
have the return of slavery. You would rather have the world set 
back in the Dark Ages, or even back to the time of worshipping 
the Golden Calf than to have Negroes enjoying full liberties—free 
from any molestation. 


Atty. General Cook, you assert, near the beginning of your in- i 
famous attack, "The ugly truth about the NAACP and its origin, 
aims and manipulators is so shocking as to staggar the imagination, 
but it is borne out by incontrovertible facts which have been uncov- 
ered, as matters of official record. These facts have been uncovered, 
checked, assembled and correlated through many weeks of inten- 
sive investigation and cooperative effort by my Staff and the Staff 
of Congressman James C. Davis of Georgia and Senator James O. 
Eastland of Mississippi.” 

Merely mentioning the names of Mississippi and Senator East- 





land chills the spinal chord—for one remembers the horrible murd- : 
er of l4-age-youth Emmett Till accused of making a mere “Wolf 
Whistle”. 

Anyway, Atty. General Cook, why should you be so specific 
and single out the whole Negro people to segregate, exploit and 
stigmatize when there are many other racial groups from all the 
world? What is your reason? Your reason can’t be to make sure of 
“racial purity”. No! No! 


If so, you are 350 years too late. For since 1619 when the first 
ship load of African slaves (20) were unloaded in America, the 
slaves began to undergo changes till at the end of slavery, after 250 
years in bondage, their skins had become white, their noses had be- 
come straight, their lips had become thin—at least three-fourth of 














-them — thus declared the late Kelly Miller. 
Consequenily, tne loud cry ior “racial purity" is complete non- 
sense. 


And had the former slaves owners been as mindful and aroused 
over “racial purity" duiing the long period of slavery as their des- 
cendenis are now OpLO8:L aesegregation, maybe, there would be 
good, justiiiable grounas 10r their fury and fear. 


Accordingly, if there is anything in blood mixture or kin—good 
or bad, honest or dishonest, scholars or the stupid, rapist or the 
moralist, scientists or ine ignoramuses, high or low aspiration, 
learned or the lliterate, the fact is due to this blood mixture. How- 
ever, his being with or without this mixture of white blood doesn't 
necessarily make the Negro any less or any more. And as a matter 
of fact, there is no pure race; and hasn't been since God created 
Adam and Eve. 


Atty. General Cook, remember, too, your forefathers came to 
America seeking "religious freedom", and just as soon as they se- 
cured this "religious freedom" for themselves, they began an overt 
and subtle struggle to impose and perpetuate slavery on helpless 
Negroes, which was infiniteiy worse and more inhuman than the 
denial of “religious freedom” in their former country, and which 
certainly has no parallel in its after effect and consequences in ail 
history. Above all, not only have Negroes as many claims to A 
merica as any other newcomer, but their contributions in one way 
or another have been no less than those of any other group. Rest 
assured, therefore, not until Christ's religion is proved to be a 
humbug and the U. S. Constitution including the 14th amendment 
is torn to pieces, will Negroes retreat! Then we all will be crushed 
or doomed. l 


In a decent democracy and in a real Christian land, no one man, 
nor one racial element should enjoy the privileges and opportuni- 
ties denied any other,. But that is not the case in the South. “State 
Sovereignty” or “States’ Rights" never intended to give any State 
the power to segregate and harrass any group of citizens on the 


bases of color and race. 


Atty. General Cook, you know, as well as I do, that no State can 
prescribe a dual code of laws for its citizens which would necessi- 
tate inferior consideration for one group; and superior treatment 


for the other. And when I say “Let my people go" I mean your. 


. people, too, because we Americans are all one and inseparable. 


Yet, you and the segregationists complain the Negro falls short 
of the standard. How can you expect beef cattle to bring premium 
for the market when you neglect to feed them proper, rich food 
like the other premium beef cattle. 'That is impossible. The fail- 
ure to do this shows cruelty, barbarity. All society, all civiliza- 
tion is the loser. The South continues to lag behind the rest of the 
nation because of its shameful, too expensive double pattern. Added 
to this fact, very rarely, if ever, is any candidate elected to Con- 





gress or for local or State office except on his sinister stand on the

Actually, Attorney General Cook, you and your sympathizers 
scem to be tormented—so much so that you can't sleep at night. 
Perchance during the brief moments you are asleep the nightmare 
keeps you restless, in a turmoil. 


What is it that you and the segregationists are so afraid of? Is it 
you are afraid to give Negroes equal breaks? Is it retribution? Is it 
jealousy? Or do the segregationists fear their own shadows? 


It could be anyone of these. Or it could be all of these. 


Are you jealous of attorneys like Thurgood Marshall, Bob Car- 
ter, W. J. Durham and James Nabritt; U. N. Mediator like R. J. 
Bunche; Scientists like Percy Julian and the late Carver; learned 
advocates for full liberty and a decent democracy like DuBois, Roy 
Wilkins and the late Walter White; School Board member and col- 
lége English teacher like Margaret J. Butcher; Singers like Marion 
Anderson and Carl Bright; Sports like Jackie Robinson and Roy 
Campanella; Sociologists like E. F. Frazier; doctors like Frank Jor- 
dan, W. K. Flowers Jr..and the late Daniel Williams; college presi- 
dents like Benjamin Mays, Charles Johnson and Mordecai Johnson; 
Congressman like Clayton Powell; novelist like Richard Wright; 
preachers like J. H. Jackson, and the fearless, scholarly Luther 
King; orator like Archibald Carey; religious painter like Henry 
Tanner; scholar and philosopher like the late Alian Locke; insurance 
magnaie like the late C. C. Spaulding; magazines like the Jet and 
Ebony; newspapers like THE CHICAGO DEFENDER, THE PITTS- 
BURGH COURIER, THE HOUSTON INFORMER and THE AT- 
LANTA DAILY WORLD; women of refinement and culture like the 
late Mary Bethune and Mary Church Terrell - 


Even under the most -trying conditions Negro achievements 
have been phenomenal, all of which is proof of latent possibilities. 
Although you won't go back far enough, note the origin, traces and 
imprints of civilization. If you did, you would surelv find that 
civilization took its beginning along the Nile River in the heart of 
Africa, covering a long period while the white people were living 
in caves with their bodies covered with long hair. And since civi- 











lization is ever moving, rising and falling, nobody knows the course 
OL its destiny. 


That the NAACP’s sole objective is inter-marriage is absolutely 
false. (he leaders ot ihe Association mereiy contend to be iet 
alone, to be iree to make their own choice relative to their weliare 
and happiness—no more and no tess. Furthermore it all Negroes 
with mix-biood wouid inver-marry, very few Negroes with pure 
blood would be lett. ‘then, too, tnere are already a plenty of Ne- 
groes with light skin to choose irom if they so desire. 


Now, just a word or so regarding my blood lineage and other 
facts of my life: whether fortunate or unfortunate, other than Negro, 
I have deep strains of Indian blood, but no white. 


So anxious for college education was I that after receiving my 
Jim Crow education at Marlin, I picked cotton by moonlight, peddled 
okra and sold THE DALLAS EXPRESS and proceeded to Wash- 
ington, D. C., where I received my college education at Howard 
University, and then to Boston for further study. 


In consideration of the Southerners? charge, my views on the 
race question are inborn. Refuting the malicious lies, no “Yankee”, 
no “Northerner”, no Communist, no “outsider” sensed in me how 
wretched, how hellish Jim Crow laws are”. My own volition told 
me. Even if anything else did, I wouldn’t be that dull not to be 
thankful for such valuable information, and welcome whatever di- 
vine help needed. For example, when the house is burning, the 
occupants within quickly give the alarm for help no matter who 
and where. What’s wrong about that? 

So it is with any “outsider” referring to Southerners who ob- 
ject to “outside interference” whose duty, if necessary, is required. 

Louisiana’s and Alabama’s ruling barring the NAACP’s activi- 
ties will not only be overruled by the High Court, but the acts will 
add impetus to the Association and assure ultimate victory. ‘The 
TU ES prove conclusively that cold prejudice is always blind and 
silly. A 


Now, in closing, Atty General Cook, may I submit to the A- 
merican people most especially the Southerners who are showing 
such savage opposition to the edict ending segregation in public 
schools the following questions: 


First, Is there ANY COLOR in crime, vice and ignorance? 
— Second, Is there ANY COLOR in honesty, efficiency and charac- 
er? 


Third, If sauce is good for the goose, isn't it good for the gander? 


i Fourth, Can we trust the brand of democracy that discrimi- 
nates? 


Fifth, Can we trust the type of Christian religion that discri- 


minates? 
Sixth, If it is morally and constitutionally right to segregate 


one racial group, wouldn't it be morally and constitutionally right to 
segregate any other group, thus setting up a dangerous precedent? 


Seventh. If every American doesn't practice the Golden Rule 
as the only test and model for every city, every public servant, 
every citizen to go by doesn't the United States forfeit its claim as 
the leading democracy, and thus hasten its ruin of the rise of scme 
ism? "

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PRESIDENT REDDINO, DisTINGUISHED GUESTS 
AND My FELLow MEMBERS OF THE PEACE OFFI- 
CERS ASSOCIATION OF GEORGIA: 

It is always a source of genuine personal satis- 
faction for me to have the opportunity of appear- 
ing before this group. Of all the organizations to 
which I have the privilege of belonging, none has 
accorded me a greater degree of support and co- 
operation than the Peace Officers Association of 
Georgia. 

This rapport, I feel, is due principally to the 
fact that we share common professional objec- 
tives and personal convictions. As servants of 
our fellow citizens, we are made acutely aware 
of the grave responsibility inherent in protecting 
the rights and liberties of the people through vig- 
orous and impartial enforcement of the law. As 
individuals charged with this solemn duty, we are 
able to see more clearly than others the threat to 
those rights and liberties posed by those who would 
substitute government by men for government by 
law. 

It is because of your demonstrated discernment 
in this regard that I have chosen this occasion as 
the proper forum for revealing, for the first time, 
the authenticated details of the most ominous of 
these threats to arise during our lifetime. I refer 
to.the subversive designs behind the current cru- 
sade of the misnamed National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People and its fellow- 
traveling fronts to force upon the South the Com- 
munist-inspired doctrine of racial integration and 
amalgamation. 

It shall be my purpose in this speech to totally 
disrobe the NAACP and to present this sinister and 
subtle organization in all its nakedness. . 

The ugly truth about the NAACP and its origin, 
aims and manipulators is so shocking as to stagger 
the imagination, but it is borne out by incontro- 
vertible facts which can be established as matters 
of official record. These facts have been uncovered, 
checked, assembled and correlated through many 
weeks of intensive investigation and cooperative 
effort by my Staff and the Staffs of Congressman 
James C. Davis of Georgia and Senator James O. 
Eastland of Mississippi. 

I am prepared to prove everything I shall say. 
And I wish to state for the benefit of those who 
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undoubtedly will attempt to smear me and dis- 
credit my findings and conclusions that I would 
welcome the opportunity to present the evidence I 
have in hand for determination before a trial jury 
in a court of law. 

At the outset I wish to make it clear that the 
issue involved is one not of race but rather of sub- 
version. None of the organizations which have 
exploited the race issue in this country has ever 
had the welfare of the negro people at heart. They 
bave seized upon this issue as a convenient front 
for their more nefarious activities and as one with 
which they could dupe naive do-gooders, fuzzy- 
minded intellectuals, misguided clergymen and rad- 
ical journalists to be their pawns. 

The record shows that the National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored People was 
neither founded nor is presently directed by colored 
people. It was originated in New York City 46 
years ago as the brain child of a Southern scalla- 
wag journalist and Russian-trained revolutionary 
named William E. Walling. Its principal personali- 
ties during its early years were descendants of the 
rabble-rousing abolitionists who fomented the strife 
which precipitated the War Between the States, a 
conflict which could have been avoided but for the 
activities of those abolitionists. 

Of its five founders only one was a negro—a 
Communist-sympathizing lawyer named W. E. B. 
DuBois whose record of participation in Com- 
munist, Communist-front and subversive organiza- 
tions and activities taken from the files of the 
Committee on Un-American Activities of the 
United States House of Representatives requires 
eight pages of single-spaced typewritten copy to 
outline. Among his more recent activities of this 
nature was the donation of his services in the 
preparation of legal briefs defending since-exe- 
cuted Communist spies Julius and Ethyl Rosen- 
berg and the imprisoned leaders of the Communist 
Party of the United States. In 1953 he was 
awarded the International Peace Prize by the 
“Communist front" World Peace Council in rec- 
ognition of his participation in the sponsorship of 
the series of Communist-dominated World Peace 
Conferences held since 1949 in an attempt to un- 
dermine the North Atlantic Treaty Organization. 

DuBois was Director of Research for the 
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NAACP until 1949 and now is referred to by its 
officers and members as the organization's *Hon- 
orary Chairman." 

In addition to Walling and DuBois, the other 
NAACP founders—all white—were Dr. Henry 
Moskowitz; Socialist Oswald Garrison Villard, 
grandson of Abolitionist William Lloyd Garrison; 
and Miss Mary Ovington White, also a descend- 
ant of an old-time abolitionist. The first president 
of the Association was a white Boston lawyer, 
Moorfield Storey, who was identified in his youth 
with the abolitionist movement and who served 
as secretary to the original race-baiter, Massachu- 
setts Senator Charles Sumner. 

From that day to this, South-hating white 
people with long records of affinity for, affiliation 
with, and participation in Communist, Communist- 
front, fellow-traveling and subversive organiza- 
tions, activities and causes have directed and sub- 
sidized the NAACP. Its present president, Arthur 
B. Spingarn of New York City, is a white man as 
are a large number of the current officers, direc- 
tors and principal contributors. 

The files of the House Un-American Activities 
Committee reveal records of affiliation with or 
participation in Communist, Communist-front, 
fellow-traveling or subversive organizations or ac- 
tivities on the part of the following present offi- 
cials of the NAACP—the President, the Chairman 
of the Board, the “Honorary Chairman,” 11 of 28 
Vice Presidents, the Treasurer, 28 of 47 Directors, 
the Chairman of the National Legal Committee, 
the Executive Secretary, the Special Counsel, the 
Assistant Special Counsel, the Southeast Regional 
Secretary, the West Coast Secretary, the Director 
of the Washington Bureau, the Director of Public 
Relations and two Field Secretaries, 

The transcript of this evidence numbers 121 
pages of single-spaced, typewritten copy and would 
require more than six hours to be read aloud. Time 
being a factor, it is impossible to present all of this 
material; but, to give you an idea of the back- 
grounds and ideologies of the policy-making of- 
ficials and personnel of the NAACP, I shall cite 
chapter and verse on the activities of this organiza- 


tion's principal personalities.

individuals have been identified are those applied 
to them by the Attorney General of the United 
States, the House Un-American Activities Com- 
mittee or the Special House Un-American Activi- 
ties Committee.) 

President Spingarn was a participant in the 
Conference on Africa held April 14, 1944, in New 
York City by the “subversive and Communist" 
Council on African Affairs. In 1945 and 1946 
he signed statements favoring the granting of Army 
commissions to Communists and opposing the use 
of injunctions in labor disputes sponsored by the 
“viciously subversive” National Federation of Con- 
stitutional Liberties. He is listed as a sponsor of 
the “Communist front? Public Use of Arts Com- 
mittee. 

Board Chairman Channing H. Tobias was a 
member of the Executive Board and Co-Chairman 
of the New York Committee of the “Communist 
front” Southern Conference for Human Welfare 
which was charged in 1947 with “serving the 
Soviet Union and its subservient Communist Party 
in the United States.” He belonged, prior to 1949, 
to the “subversive and Communist” Council on 
African Affairs and was a member of the Editorial 
Advisory Board of the “Protestant Digest” —a 
magazine which “has faithfully propagated the 
Communist Party line.” He sponsored the “sub- 
versive and Communist” People’s Institute of Ap- 
plied Religion and the American Committee for 
Yugoslav Relief and was a member of the Execu- 
tive Board of the American League for Peace and 
Democracy, “the largest of the Communist-front 
movements in the United States.” He has spon- 
sored conferences and activities of the “viciously 
subversive” National Federation for Constitutional 
Liberties, the “Communist front” New York State 
Conference on National Unity and the “subver- 
sive and Communist" American Committee for 
Protection of Foreign Born and the National Com- 
mittee to Win the Peace. i 

Roy Wilkins—successor to the late Walter White 
as NAACP Executive Secretary—was quoted on 
June 17, 1936, by the New York Daily Worker, 
the official publication of the Communist Party 
in this country, as attaching “greatest significance” 
to the 1936 National Communist Party Conven- 
tion and stating that the Communist Party's racial 
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program had had “a very wholesome effect” in 
the United States. He was further quoted by the 
Daily Worker on July 15, 1949, as boasting that 
he had voted in New York City elections that year 
for since-convicted Negro Communist Benjamin J. 
Davis. He is listed as a member of the National 
Committee of the “Communist front" Interna- 
tional Juridical Association which has “actively 
defended Communists and consistently followed 
the Communist Party line.” He was a sponsor of 
— 

the “subversive and Communist" Conference on 
Pan American Democracy, and of a joint meeting 
in 1937 of the “subversive and Communist" Amer- 
ican League Against War and Fascism and the 
“Communist front" American Friends of the 
Chinese People. He has spoken for the "subver- 
sive and Communist" International Labor Defense 
and the Workers’ Alliance, the former of which is 
regarded as the "legal arm of the Communist 
Party" in this country. 

Special Counsel Thurgood Marshall—the negro 
lawyer responsible for the NAACP's court attacks 
upon segregation in the public schools—as late as 
1950 was a member of the Executive Board of the 
“Communist front” National Lawyers Guild which 
has been described as “the foremost legal bulwark 
of the Communist Party, its front organizations 
and controlled unions.” Since its inception, the 


Guild “has never failed to rally to the legal defense 


of the Communist Party and individual members 
thereof, including known espionage agents." And, 
as a member and policy-making official of this 
Communist Front, Marshall has served as Asso- 
ciate Editor of the “Lawyers Guild Review" and 
has criticized this nation's loyalty program. He also 
is listed as a member of the National Committee 
of the "Communist front" International Juridical 
Association which has "actively defended Com- 
munists and consistently followed the Communist 
Party line." And he was among a group of attor- 
neys who, in 1947, protested the issuance of con- 
tempt citations against pro-Communist Hollywood 
writers who refused to testify before the House 
Un-American Activities Committee. 

The director of the NAACP's Washington Bu- 
reau, Clarence M. Mitchell, protested against be- 
ing asked whether he was or ever had been a mem- 
ber of the Communist Party at a hearing on pro- 
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posed legislation to outlaw the Communist Party 
held before the House Un-American Activities 
Committee on May 3, 1950. Although he stoutly 
denied being a Communist, he was quoted as say- 
ing that such a question was “unfair” because it 


“immediately precludes from appearing before this 


Committee many of the people who would be on 
trial under a bill of this kind.” The transcript fur- 
ther quoted him as saying that: “Presumably there 
are people who may, for sincere and personal reas- 
ons, wish to be members of the Communist Party. 
They may want to come here and object to this 
bill, but, I suppose, if they had to answer that 
question, they very likely would not come.” 

Director of Public Relations Henry Lee Moon, 
the Association’s propaganda chief, is listed as a 
member of the “subversive and Communist” Wash- 
ington Book Shop and the likewise-designated Na- 
tional Negro Congress which is “the Communist- 
front movement in the United States among ne- 
groes.” His book, "Balance of Power: 'I'he Negro 
Vote,” was praised by the Daily Worker and he 
was listed in 1949 as a nominee to be commentator 
for the “subversive and Communist” Voice of Free- 
dom Committee. 

Of the NAACP’s 28 Vice Presidents, the follow- 
ing 11 have records of Un-American activities: 

John Haynes Holmes, 23 citations; A. Philip 
Randolph, 20 citations; the late Mary McLeod 
Bethune (who still is listed as a vice president) | 
and William Lloyd Imes, 16 citations each; Oscar 
Hammerstein, II, the composer, and Bishop W. J. 
Walls, seven citations each; Ira W. Jayne and L. 
Pearl Mitchell, two citations each; and Willard S. 
Townsend, T. G. Nutter and Grace B. Fenderson, 
one citation each. 

Of the 47 members comprising the Association's 
Board of Directors, the following 28 have records 
of the Un-American activities: 

Ear! B. Dickerson, 25 citations; Algernon D. 
Black, 18 citations; Lewis Gannett, 15 citations; 
Roscoe Dunjee, 13 citations; S. Ralph Harlow and 
Chairman Channing H. Tobias, 10 citations each i 
William H. Hastie, nine citations; Hubert T. De- 
laney, eight citations; Benjamin E. Mays, president 
of Atlanta's Morehouse College, six citations ; Rob- 
ert G. Weaver, five citations; Buell G. Gallagher, 
four citations; President Arthur B. Spingarn, Earl 
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G. Harrison, James J. McClendon, Ralph Bunche, 
Allen Knight Chalmers and W. Montague Cobb, 
three citations each; J. M. Tinsley, Wesley W. Law 
of Savannah, Ga., Norman Cousins, Z. Alexander 
Looby, Harry J. Greene and Alfred Baker Lewis, 
two citations each; and H. Claude Hudson, Carl 
R. Johnson, A. Maceo Smith, James Hinton and 
Theodore M. Berry, one citation each. 

Two other Vice Presidents and three other Di- 
rectors are well-known apologists for left-wing 
causes. The two Vice Presidents are Senator 
Wayne Morse of Oregon and Eric Johnston of the 
Motion Picture Industry. The three Directors are 
Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt, CIO President Walter 


Reuther and Senator Herbert H. Lehman of New 


York. 

Other officers of the NAACP with Un-Ameri- 
can activity records are: 

Lloyd Garrison, chairman, National Legal Com- 
mittee, five citations; Treasurer Allan Knight 
Chaliners and. Branch. Department Director. Glos- 
ter B. Current, three citations each; Southeast Re- 
gional Secretary Ruby Hurley, West Coast Region- 
al Secretary Franklin H. Williams, Field Secretary 
Madison S. Jones and Assistant Special Counsel 
Robert L. Carter, two citations each; and Field 
Secretary Tarea Hall Pittman, one citation. 

But of all the NAACP officials and policy- 
makers listed in the files of the House Un-Ameri- 
can Activities Committee, none has a record as 
notorious as that of W. E. B. DuBois to whom I 
have previously referred as one of the founders and 
present "Honorary Chairman" of the Association. 
No less than 72 citations of Communist, Commun- 
ist-front and subversive activity are entered against 
his name—the latest of which was the statement 
he issued upon the death of Joseph Stalin reading: 
"Let all negroes, Jews and foreign-born who have 
suffered in America from prejudice and intoler- 
ance, remember Joseph Stalin.” 

Yet this same W. E. B. DuBois was one of the 
"modern scientific authorities" whose writings were 
accepted by the United States Supreme Court as 
the basis for its decision of May 17, 1954, pro- 
hibiting segregation in the public schools. DuBois 
contributed to 82 different portions of the book, 
"An American Dilemma," which was cited in its 
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entirety by the Supreme Court as an authority for 
its ruling. 

And, speaking of that decision, let me empha- 
size in passing that 15 other contributors to “An 
American Dilemma" also have lengthy records of 
pro-Communist activity in the files.of the Un- 
American Activities Committee. The same thing 
is true of two of the six individual authorities 
cited by the High Court—Theodore Brameld and 
E. Franklin Frazier—who between them have been 
members of or identified with 28 organizations 
declared to be Communist, Communist fronts or 
Communist dominated. 

Another of the six individual authorities cited 
by the Supreme Court—K. B. Clark—was, at the 
time of the arguments before the Court, on the 
payroll of the NAACP as a so-called *social-science 
expert." 

'These records of individual officials and mem- 
bers of the NAACP are not the only source of 
proof of the subversive influences on and in that 
organization. 

Elizabeth Dilling reported in her book, "The 
Red Network," that, during the seven years from 
1923 to 1930, the NAACP received some $43,000 
from the radical Garland Fund among whose di- 
rectors were Communists William Z. Foster and 
Elizabeth Gurley Flynn. She also disclosed that 
the official report of the Fourth National Conven- 
tion of the Communist Party of the United States 


held in 1925 stated that “the Party had penetrated — 


the NAACP.” 

Official records show that the NAACP has con- 
sistently affiliated itself with Communist and left- 
wing movements. 

It was a member of the American Youth for a 
Free World which was organized in 1942 and, in 
1948, was described by the California Un-Ameri- 
can Activities Committee as “heavily infiltrated 
and effectively dominated by the Communist 
Party.” The House Un-American Activities Com- 
mittee in its 1951 Guide to Subversive Organiza- 
tions and Publications described the AYFW as “a 
Communist clearing house.” 

In 1945, the NAACP sent its Branch Depart- 
ment Director, Gloster Current, to London as an 
official delegate representing the Association at the 
founding of the World Federation of Democratic 
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Youth. This Federation was cited by the House 
Un-American Activities Committee in 1948 as 
“part of the Communist International ‘solar sys- 
tem.’ " 

A report made at a meeting of the Communist 
Party of the United States on July 16, 1946, 
showed that the NAACP was one of a group of 
left-wing organizations invited by the National 
Committee of the Communist Party to a meeting 
held in Chicago to form a "third party." That re- 
port, as detailed on pages 150-151 of the 1947 Re- 
port of the House Un-American Activities Com- 
mittee, lists the NAACP as an active participant 


in the conference at which the Progressive Citizens, 


of America was formed. 


And earlier this month, according to the United 
Press, the NAACP picketed a hearing on Com- 
munist propaganda conducted in Chicago by Sen- 
ator Eastland for the Senate Internal Security 
Subcommittee. 

A pamphlet outlining the Program of the Com- 
munist Party of the United States, published in 
September 1954 by New Century Publishers of 
New York City, made specific reference on Page 
22 to a link between the Communist Party and 
the NAACP. It stated: 


“We call upon wage workers, working farmers, 
the Negro people, small business and professional 
people, upon the women and the youth, to join 


. hands in a common fight . . . for the democratic 


demands of the National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People.” 

Former Negro Communist Foster Williams, Jr., 
testified before the House Un-American Activities 
Committee about this matter on June 17, 1954, in 
Seattle, Wash. He said: 

“The Communist Party very sneakily manipu- 
lates the negro people for their own purposes . . . 
The NAACP has had this trouble.” 

The racial aims of the Communist Party of the 
United States and those of the NAACP are vir- 
tually identical. The Communist program, as re- 
ported in the May 26, 1928, issue of the Daily 
Worker, calls for: 

“Full racial equality. 

“Abolition of all laws which result in segrega- 
tion of negroes. 
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"Abolition of laws forbidding intermarriage of 
persons of different races. 

"Abolition of all laws and public administration 
measures which prohibit, or in practice prevent, 
negro children from attending general public 
schools or universities. 

"Full and equal admittance of negroes to all 
waiting rooms, restaurants, hotels and theaters." 

Those are the identical demands being made to- 
day, 27 years later, by the NAACP. 

‘On the basis of the evidence now in hand—a 
minute portion of which I have related to you this 
afternoon—no other conclusion can be drawn but 
that the NAACP is being used as a front and tool 
by subversive elements in this country. Either 
knowingly or unwittingly, it has allowed itself to 
become part and parcel of the Communist con- 
spiracy to overthrow the democratic governments 
of this nation and its sovereign states. 

Through its activities, the NAACP is fomenting 
strife and discord between the white and negro 
races in the South and is disrupting relations be- 
tween these races which heretofore have been— 
and at present are—harmonious and friendly in 
every respect. These activities, carried to their ul- 
timate conclusion, can only result in conflict, 
bloodshed and internal revolution, delivering this 
nation into the hands of international Communism. 

The NAACP is being aided and abetted in its 
agitation by three "front" organizations on the 
Southern scene—the Southern Conference Educa- 
tion Fund; the Southern Regional Council; and 
the SRC's affiliate, the Georgia Committee on 
Interracial Cooperation. The Southern Conference 
Education Fund and the Southern Regional Coun- 
cil are both dominated by individuals who, like the 
officials of the NAACP, have long records of af- 
finity for and participation in Communist, Com- 
munist-front, fellow-traveling, left-wing and sub- 
versive organizations and activities. Sworn testi- 
mony taken by both House and Senate Committees 
has placed known Communists in both organiza- 
tions and the Southern Conference Education 
Fund may soon be designated a subversive organi- 
zation. 

The Georgia Committee on Interracial Cooper- 
ation is a perfect example of an organization 


formed for the purpose of exploiting the names, 
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reputations and services of well-intentioned do- 
gooders. It'is composed of some of Georgia's most 
distinguished clergymen and most prominent civic 
and social leaders who have been duped into doing 
the bidding of the more sinister elements manipu- 
lating the Southern Regional Council. . 

Investigations currently are being made of all 
three organizations—the results of which will 
greatly embarrass those good citizens who unwit- 
tingly have become involved in their activities. 
I urge all such persons to take immediate’ steps 
to. disassociate themselves from these groups and 
to disavow their programs and leaders before they, 
their friends and their congregations are exposed 
to the anguish and embarrassment which exposure 
of these groups will necessarily mean. 

The activities of the NAACP and its local fronts 
pose a serious threat to the peace, tranquillity, gov- 
ernment and way of life of our State. And for that 
reason it is my intention to present the evidence 
which already has been, and currently is being, 
compiled about the subversive nature of these ac- 
tivities to the 1956 session of the General As- 
sembly of Georgia convening next January for 
appropriate action by the elected representatives 
of the people of this State. 

In the meantime I pledge the full resources of 
my office to the enforcement of all existing State 
laws and constitutional provisions relating to sub- 
versive activities and our traditional pattern of race 
relations, And, toward that end, I solicit —and 
know I can count on the full support and coopera- 
tion of you, the peace officers of Georgia.

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THIS was the casual remark of the 
executive secretary of the Mississippi 
White Citizens Councils to Attorney Gen. 
eral Eugene Cook of Georgia, whose office 
had distributed an inflammatory racial 
intermarriage leaflet (text supplied by the 
Mississippi WCC) in the official envelopes 
of the Georgia State Law Department. 


The White Citizens Councils flooded the 
South with tape recordings and mimeo- 
graphed texts of an alleged speech made 
by a nonexistent “Prof, Roosevelt 
Williams” at an NAACP meeting which 
was never held. In this imaginary speech 
the Phantom Professor tells his listeners 
that the ultimate aim of the NAACP is 
intermarriage, 


NAACP Secretary Roy Wilkins last 
winter denounced this alleged speech as 


“an obvious fake,” Pointing out that the 
NAACP has not and never has had any 
person on its staff by that name.

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This resolution is ona of several measures I propose to 
recommend to the Governor and Genetal Assembly for enactment at the 
regular session in January, next, With the passage of this resolu» 
tion the State Government will have the power to investigate the 
internal Operations of such organizations as the National Associa= 
tion for the Advancement of Colored People. Unlike Alabama, 
Louisiana and South Carolina, Georgia's present laws are not broad 
enough to enable the State to obtain the necessary legal information 
or to punish and restrain any illegal and improper operations by 
such organizations. 


In an address last year before the Peace Officers! Conventio! f 
in Atlanta, I submitted authentic information demonstrating that a - b 
majority of the officers and directors of the National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored People have Communist or subversive 
records, and that their "special legal and education fund" is 
subsidized by Communists and enemies of the Southern area of our 
country, The charges have never been answered, even though more 
than one million copies of the address have been circulated in 
pamphlet form by the Citizens! Councils of several Southern states, 
The information was transmitted to the Lt, Governor and Speaker of 
the House at the last session along with a resolution designed to 
outlaw this organization as a matter of public policy under the 
police powers of the State, It is now a matter of public record, 
In my opinion the resolution will be considered next January. 


That resolution and the proposed new bill to create a joint 
investigating committee will afford appropriate officials necessary 
means of restraining the ruthless and probable illegal drive of the 
NAACP to destroy constitutional Qovernuens and our traditional 
pattern of racial segregation, his is only the beginning of my

In his zeal to smear the NAACP as Red he mentions that Dr. 
Ralph Bunche has been accused of Communist-front affiliations, 
without noting that a congressional committee cleared Dr. Bunche of 
these charges. He devoted much space in his recent attack on the 
organization to a dununciation of W.E.B. DuBois, without mentioning 
that DuBois had been removed from leadership some years ago in an 
enti-Red purge within the organization. 


Mr. Cook carries his guilt by association doctrine so far as 
to smear the NAACP as subversive because one of its founders was a 
grandson of an abolitionist leader and another was "also a descendant 
of an old-time abolitionist."

On Wednesday siorning, November elst, two agents, R. C. nuber and 
Elton Wright, from the Department of Revenue for the State of Georgia met 
the Regional Secretary in tne lobby of the waluhaje and presented a 
letter signed by T. V. Williams, State Hevenue Commissioner, copy of 
which is enclosed, 


Huber showed his credentials and inquired about some place where 
we could talk. He was told that we could talk where we were standing 
in the lobby and he proceded to describe the information and records 
desired by the State of Georgia and the reasons for wanting them. My 
reply was that the Regional Office was not concerned with the business 
of the atlanta Branch or the Georgia State Conference, and that we did 
not have any records of income or disbursements for them. 


The agents appeared confused by my statement and after a few moments 
of hesitation, Huber said that they would "have to hold" me until they 
got further orders. Whereupon I told him that he had no autnority to 
"hold" me; that I was on the way to my ofiice where he could come and 
look at my files if he desired. Again there was hesitation before 
agreement to come to the office, 


The agents car was parked in front of the building: the car in which 
l was going was in the rear; they started to the front door and when 
- moved to the elevator to go to the basement, from which one goes to 
the rear, they turned and followed me down and out, When we approached the 
car in which I was going, Huber indicated that he would ride with me 
while Wright went alone in their car. At this point I inquired ii ne had 
a warrant for my arrest and suggested that if he were authorized to take 
me into a custody I wanted to see the warrant. If he had no warrant, 
then it was not necessary for him to ride with me, but that he go with 
his partner and I would meet them at the office. keluctantly, they left 
me to go as l had planned and they followed us to the office. 





Upon arrival, Huber cane in with ie, leaving Wright to park their car. 
in the meantime I had read the letter, whereas I had only skimmed through 
it at the Waluhaje. I reread it, even more carefully after getting to 
the ofiice, pointed out several errors and again ofiered to let them see 
what we have in our files. When wright returned from parking, the two 
conferred and Wright left, ostensibly, to telephone ior instructions. 
4n hour later, he was seen Standing in front of the building and after 
almost three hours it was clear that they had been waiting for e court order, 
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Some eight or ten men accompanied by State Assistant Attorney 
General Norton and including Huber and Wright converged on the regional 
Office in a manner suggesting the hunt for a criminal. After reading 
the čourt order, 1 again made it clear to Norton and all others in the 
presence of Huber that at no time had they been denied access to our 
Georgia files and reiterated the fact that we had no records of the kind 
set forth in the letter and the order. We made it clear, or at least tried 
to make clear, that the Hegional Office was concerned with the program of the 
NAACP and not with the business ol the Atlanta Branch or the Georgia State 
Conference. 


Huber and wright were left by Norton and the others to look at our 
Georgia files. Some one of the men opened another drawer and started to 
look through it at which point I remonstrated that they asked for Georgia 
files and none other and closed the drawer. 


The two men made notes from our correspondence. At one point I 
asked what correspondence with branches had to do with income and 
information for tax purposes. Huber replied with reference to a Memorandum 
which was supposed to have shown that I had been in the State lii months 
at one time. which would bring me into it or something to that effect. I 
told him he had better read that Memo again since I have never been in 
Georgia for that length of time and since he misread that copy it might 
be well to be rore careful in reading everything else. He checked back 
and admitted his error in reading. 


Attorney liollowell was in the ofiice while they were checking most E 
of the Georgia files and together we observed their making notes although $ 
we could not see all that was written, Markings that were not previously 
on a report of a tour made by the late Ralph Mark Gilbert in 1951 and early 
1952 and similar markings on other communications seem to indicate an 
interest in names and aduresses of our people. 





We were finally relieved of their presence late in the afternoon. 


Reports in the press show that this was a Cook-inspired move and that 
he believed that the Regional Office had a great deal of information about 
the NAACP in the South. Huber told me early in the day that they had been 
informed to this effect, also to which I replied that once more mis- 
ihformation about the NAACF had been given.

GEORGIA FINE, JAIL SENTENCE 
DENOUNCED AS "VINDICTIVE" December 14, 1956 


NEW YORK, Dec. 14.--The $25,000 fine levied against the National Associ- 
ation for the Advancement of Colored People and the imprisonment of John H. Calhoun, 
president of the Atlanta NAACP branch, represents "another in a series of vindictive. 
attacks upon the NAACP by the segregation forces in the South," Roy Wilkins, executive 
secretary, said here today. 

Fulton County Superior Court Judge Durwood T. Pye handed down the decision 
fining the Association and jailing Mr. Calhoun today at the end of a six-day trial in 
Atlanta. Tried along with Mr. Calhoun were Mrs. Ruby Hurley, NAACP regional secretary, 
and L.D. Milton, Mrs. Eunice Cooper, V.W. Hodges and D.L. Hollowell, all officers of 
the Atlanta branch. 

Mrs. Cooper and Mr. Hodges were acquitted. The case against Mr. Hollowell 
was dropped. Mrs. Hurley and Mr. Milton were found guilty, but no sentence was 
imposed. They were directed to produce such records as they have in their possession. 

The branch president was committed to jail without bond "to remain there 
until he shall cause the said order of this court to be complied with." In addition to 
his conviction for civil contempt, Mr. Calhoun was given a 12-month suspended sentence 
for criminal contempt. 

The national NAACP was fined $25,000. The suit was instituted on the claim 
that the Association, a non-profit organization, had failed to ray state income tax. 
Through its counsel, A.T. Welden, the Association denied that it was subject to the 
tax. Without warning, Georgia revenue officers descended upon the local and regional 
NAACP offices and demanded their records. 

The NAACP, Mr. Wilkins said today, "is mystified by the $25,000 fine levied 
against it by the Georgia Court because the New York office has never been puseta 
directly or through any agent in Georgia to produce any of its records." 


Mr. Calhoun, he pointed out, "is the first officer of our Association in 
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its history to be convicted and jailed for performance of his duties as a leader of 
a local NAACP unit. He is not an agent or employee of the national organization and 
does not have in his possession any of the records of the national body." ; 

Mr. Wilkins said that the Association's Georgia attorneys are moving to i 
appeal the decision. "We intend," he declared, "to offer every possible lawful 


assistance to Mr. Calhoun and to all our members in Georgia and in other states

I regret very much that I feel called upon to write this kind of letter, but 
recent developments in our legal cases are causing some concern among our community 
leaderse 


In the first place, after considerable negotiations through conferences and 
otherwise, an incident was created in Atlanta, causing the arrest of several minis- 
ters during the month ef January, 1957, from which we anticipated a transportation 
C880. 


Although the lawyers have given numerous explanations, neither the leadership of 
the Triple "I" Movement, which is new financing the case, nor the Executive Cemmittee 
of the NAACP, is satisfied, in view ef the fact that the situation has not reached 
the federal courts, 


The ministers who were arrested, and their leaders, accepted our recanmendations 
fer attorneys in the case, But we can no longer defend the situation, It is claimed 
by Chief Counsel, S. S. Robinson, that the local attorneys are acting under instruc= 
tions fran the National Office in requiring specifics for the case, In the meantime, 
we understand that in the New Orleans case, a sample petition was secured fran the 
National Office which did not require specifics and yet a favorable decision was won 
in the District Court, Our people are at a loss to understand why a similar petition 
could not be used in the Atlanta case, In the meantime, the leaders ef the Triple 
"I" Movement are so concerned about the lag in the case that they are on the verge of 
requesting the Atlanta Branch to dismiss the attorneys, 


The situation is further aggravated by the fact that we learned only last week, 
unofficially, that the Ward case was abandoned on April 20, and ne official notice had 
been sent to the President, nor any officers of the State Conference, These matters 
are being called to your attention fer the reason that we as leaders ef the organi- 
zation feel embarrassment in trying to defend the organization in the face of legal 
set-backs that are caused by technicalities rather than court decisions, 


In three major cases in Georgia: the Teachers Pay Case, the Atlanta School Case 
and the Ward Case, legal action was ended, not by adverse decisions, but by inaction 
or failure to act. Regardless of the other circumstances involved and in spite of 
the cases being abandoned on technicalities, in the eyes of the public, the result 
is the same and fingers of suspicion are being pointed at us, as well as the lawyerse 
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_ Mr, Robinson advised me confidentially, teday that he is preparing the petition 
in the Transportation case and will file it soon, In attempting to explain to him 
why I must share such confidential information with certain leaders, he hung up on me, 


Two weoks ago there were heated exchanges in a conference with the attorneys because 


of some pointed questions, 


Believing that such a situation warrants some conciliation, I am asking Attorney 
Spottswood Robinson, our Regional Attorney, to make a trip to Atlanta, Please use 
your influence to get him to come er advise me as to the best procedure to follew under 
the circumstances,

provisions of prior revenue acts, and not to be entitled to exemp- | x 
tion under the provisions of section 101(6), were affirmed. x 


The rulings of the Bureau were based upon the evidence pre- 
sented which discloses that you were engaged in activities to pro- 
mote the welfare of mankind. It further appeared that your opera- 
tions, to a substantial extent, have for their object the carrying 
on of propaganda, or otherwise attempting, to influence legislation, 
which is a prohibition against exemption under section 101(6) of 
the Revenue Act of 1938 and the corresponding provisions of prior 
revenue acts, 


Àn examination of the evidence now presented together with the 
entire file in the case discloses no new or material evidence which 
would warrant a change in the previous rulings of the Bureau. The 
evidence clearly discloses that you are engaged in promoting the 
civic, economic and social rights of Negro Americans, and that your 
operations to a substantial extent have for their object the cre- 
&tion of & public sentiment to secure legislation which you believe 
favorable to the advancement of the civic, economic and social 
rights of Negro Americans, It further appears that certain objec- 
tives on this program are such that their accomplishment may only

be secured through State or Federal legislation. It 1s accordingly 
the opinion of this office that & substantial part of your activ-

Several revenue acts, and you are therefore precluded from ‘exemp- 
tion under those provisions, 


Based upon the foregoing, Bureau ruling dated July 11, 1939, 
referred to above, is nereby affirmed. Since the provisions of 
section 101(8) of the Revenue Act of 1938 and the Internal Revenue 
Code are identical, it is further held that your association is 


entitled to exemption from income tax under section 101(8) of the 
Internal Revenue Code, 


Accordingly, you will not be required to file returns of in- 
come unless you change the character of your organization, the 
purposes for which you were organized, or your method of Operation, 
Ány such changes should be reported immediately to the collector 
of internal revenue for your district in order that their effect 
upon your exemot status may be determined, 


Since any organization which is exempt from Federal income tax 
under the provisions of section 101 of the Internal Revenue Code 
also is exempt from the capital stock tax pursuant to the express 
provisions of section 1201(a)(1) of the Internal Revenue Code, you 
will not be required to file Capital stock tax returns for future 
years so long as the exemption from income tax is effective,

Atlanta Mayor's Reelection 
Shows Risk In Racial Issue 
By JAMES A. CLENDINEN 


Atlanta's mayoralty elec- 
tion last week has political 
significance reaching far 
outside that city. © 

This election, said the At- 
lanta Journal, was the first 
in a major Southern city in 
which the campaign was 
waged mainly on the racial is- 
sue. William B. Hartsfield, 
mayor for 20 years, was charged 
by Candidate Lester Maddox, a 
restaurant owner, with being “a 
pawn of the NAACP" and with 
having been kept in office by 
the Negro bloc vote. Hartsfield 
denied he was obligated to any 
faction and deplored this 'cam- 
paign of hate." 

Atlanta citizens marched to 
the polls in record numbers, 
despite freezing weather, and 
reelected Mayor Hartsfield by 
17,000 votes. He polled 41,300 
to 23,987 for Maddox. 

And the precinct-by-precinct 
breakdown disclosed an inter- 
esting fact. The Negro precincts 
went for Hartsfield by the lop- 
sided margin of 14,209 to 353. 
But the white precincts gave

him a clear majority, too, by 
27,191 to 23,134. He carried 
some precincts he had lost in 
defeating another opponent in 
the primary parier this year.

THE JOURNAL said, edi- 
torially, that the result was “a 
demonstration that Atlanta can- 
not, in the words of the Mayor, 
‘stop to hate’... He (Harts- 
field) refused to be stampeded 
out of his long-standing reason- 
ableness in the matter of race. 
This showed, as much as any- 
thing, that he knew the people 
of Atlanta. He recognized that 
by and large they do not like 
extremes, or extremists. He 
played to thelr finer instincts." 

Politicians elsewhere in the 
South undoubtedly will read

two meanings into the Atlanta 
election. 

One wil be that, in urban 
areas at least, a candidate must 
have something more than the 
race issue to run on. Since vir- 
tually all Southern candidates 
with any serious hope of elec- 
tion are against integration, the 
difference becomes one of deci- 
bels. There are many cities 
other than Atlanta in which the 
voters distrust extremists.

THE SECOND MEANING for 
politicians will be the rising in- 
fluence of the Negro vote. Ne- 
groes cast 22 per cent of the 
vote in the Atlanta election— 
and Hartsfield got nearly all of 
it. Any candidate who chooses 
to campaign on the race issue 
therefore faces a plain risk: Can 
he attract enough white votes 
by his extreme stand to over- 
come the Negro votes he will 
surely alienate? 

That risk will increase as 
more Negroes begin to exercise 
the right to vote which the Fed- 
eral Government now has un- 
dertaken to assure to them 
throug! the Civil Rights Act of 

In the opinion of analysts, 
the Negro vote — for which 
Northern Democrats and Repub- 
licans have been contending so 
strongly—is going to become an 
increasingly important factor in 
Southern elections. 

The Gallup Poll survey pub- 
lished in The Tribune last week 
showed that among Negroes who 
had never voted before, 57 per 
cent say they now plan to reg- 
ister and vote. : 


FLORIDA has more Negroes 
registered to vote, in proportion 
to the number of eligibles, than 
any other Southern state. The 
ratio is about 40 per cent—as 
compared with only 10 per cent 
in Alabama and 25 per cent in 
Georgia. : 

The potential of Negro 
strength in local elections can 
be judged by looking at the reg- 
istration figures for Hillsbor- 
ough County. As of last June 1, 
there were 114,247 voters signed 
up. Of these, 9440 were Ne- 
groes. But the 1950 census re- 


— ported-there-were-nearly-25,000 


Negroes of voting age in this 
county — and the number is 
surely greater now. 

According to the Gallup sur- 
vey, seven out of 10 Southern 
Negroes interviewed said they 
did not believe Negroes should 
vote as a bloc. Wise Negro 
Jeaders presumably would take 
the same view, lest they encour- 
age the whites to begin voting 
as a bloc on any issue involving 
race. 

But, as the Atlanta mayoralty 
election showed, a candidate 
who attacks the Negro vote will 
find the Negro community clos- 
ing ranks against him. And 
since the ballot box is color 
blind, the practical politicians in 
the South can be expected 
henceforth to weigh more care- 
ful the probable gains and 
losses from a campaign based 
on race alone,

E. since the United States Supreme Court handed down its historic decision 
banning racial segregation in public education, the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored People, the organization which carried these cases 
to the high court, has been the target of an organized effort to smear, discredit 
and destroy the civil rights movement. 


Politicians and their hirelings have repeatedly borne "false witness" against 
the NAACP. Eugene Cook, attorney general of the State of Georgia, in a widely 
circulated 1955 address to law enforcement officers of his state, sought to pin 
the Communist label on the NAACP, 


Now comes a State of Louisiana legislative committee at a staged hearing, 
March 8, 1957, using Manning Johnson, a self-confessed former Communist, as 
a witness to make the wanton and malicious charge that the NAACP “has 
become the vehicle of the Communist Party designed to overthrow the govern- 
ment of the United States." 








Newspaper accounts relate that Attorney General Cook attended the ! 
Louisiana hearing along with a state delegation from Mississippi. Some southern 
newspapers carrying the Johnson testimony described the witness as “director 
of research for the Department of Justice in Washington.” 


Following publication of these newspaper stories, Roy Wilkins, Executive 
Secretary of the National Association for the Advancement of Colored People, 
wrote to the United States Department of Justice inquiring what, if any, position i 
Mr. Johnson held in the Department and if he spoke for the Department or 
represented the Department’s views or findings. 





In response to this inquiry, Mr. Wilkins received the following letter, dated 
April 8, 1957: 
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Bas informed person knows that the NAACP is thoroughly American and 
opposed to all totalitarian philosophies. The Association has always worked 
within the framework of the American constitutional system, pursuing its ob- i 
jectives through the courts, through legislative action and through a program 

of education. 


The goal of the NAACP is an America of equality, justice and freedom 
for all — a land in which no one is either favored or penalized because of his 
race, color, religion or national origin. Such a society, the Association recognizes, 
is unattainable within the framework of racial segregation. Accordingly, the 
NAACP is dedicated to the elimination of racial segregation in all public in- 
stitutions, facilities and accommodations.
